The Expert and Amateur class, howev- 
er, managed to take to the track on Sat- 
urday and the big winner was Kevin 
Windham (Kaw), who topped both the 
125 and 250cc A classes. Adam Bechdal 
(Kaw), Chadwick Shepard (Suz), 
Dwayne Bone (Hon) and Chad Kresge 
(Kaw) filled the top five in the 125cc 
class, while Jim Chester (Yam), Barry 
Carsten (Suz), Bechdal and Allen 
Richard Horne (Suz) rounded out the 
top five in the 250cc division. Windham 
also won both the 125 and 250cc A class 
championships. The Pro classes have 
been rescheduled for February 20. 


West, Coast Speedways, Inc., the opera- 
tor of the San Jose Speedway at the 
Santa Clara County Fairgrounds in San 
Jose, California, has signed a new four- 
year lease agreement with the Santa 
Clara County Fair Association, but no 
motorcycle races are currently sched- 
uled. According to West Coast Speed- 
ways, the Santa Clara County Fair 
Association has taken steps to improve 
its beleaguered financial situation and 
has entered into various lease agree- 
ments in order to maximize the use of 
the fairgrounds. The new tenant's oper- 
ations will ultimately utilize portions of 
turns one and two of the existing mile 
race track, thus eliminating any possi- 
bility of running the San Jose Mile. Еаг- 
lier reports of an AMA National being 
held on the San Jose half mile track are 
also innacurate, according to West 
Coast Speedways, and no short track 
races are scheduled. "We are saddened 
by the loss of the Mile at San Jose. It 
marks the end of an era," said Rick Far- 
ren, president of West Coast Speed- 
ways. The Mile will live on in people's 
hearts and minds as one of this coun- 
try's premier mile dirt tracks. We are 
proud to have been a part of a racing 
legacy so rich in history and tradition. 
We do, however, support the Fair Asso- 
ciation and its attempts to ensure a 
solid financial future for itself, its ten- 
ants and all those who enjoy fairground 
activities." The first-ever San Jose Mile 
was held in 1957 and was won by Joe 
Leonard. The final San Jose Mile was 
held in April of 1993 and was won by 
Scott Parker. 


Motorcyclists have put the brakes on a 
controversial measure in Colorado, 
according to the AMA. Riders in Col- 
orado have succeeded in convincing 
legislators to oppose a bill that com- 
bined a mandatory helmet-use require- 
ment with a provision designed to force 
motorcyclists to enroll in the state's no- 
fault insurance program. The turning 
point came on January 27 in the House 
Transportation and Energy Committee. 
As introduced, the measure would have 
restricted motorcyclists rights by 
requiring helmet use for riders of all 
ages. Since 1977, Colorado motorcy- 
clists have been able to make their own 
decisions regarding the use of personal 
safety equipment. In addition, riders 
would have been forced to purchase 
expensive coverage to insure them- 





selves against costly injuries inflicted by 
other motorists, even though accident 
research shows that a majority of car- 
bike accidents are caused by the car dri- 
ver. Motorcyclist rights advocates, led 
by ABATE of Colorado, the Colorado 
Motorcycle Dealers Association and the 
Riders For Justice organization, quickly 
mounted an attack against the measure, 
designated House Bill 1047. The AMA 
conducted a mailing to 1855 road-riding 
members in the state urging them to 
write letters in opposition to the contro- 
versial bill. 


Jeff Nichols won the D&S Kawasaki 
Honda Suzuka 8-Hour Challenge video 
game contest in Arlington, Texas, when 
two-time World Champion and current 
AMA National Champion Doug Polen 
collided with a lapped rider and 
crashed two turns from the finish. 
Nichols won a Shoei RF-200 helmet for 
his efforts. The event raised $700 for the 
Children’s Miracle Network. 


The AMA and Prostar Motorcycle Drag 
Racing have teamed up for a drag rac- 
ing series in 1994, The AMA/Prostar 
Motorcycle Drag Racing Series will 
feature competition for a wide variety 
of sportsman and professional classes, 
from street bikes competing in bracket 
racing right up to exotic, nitro-burning 
top fuel machines. The nine-round 
series will begin on March 4-6 with the 
MRE Sunshine Nationals in Gainesville, 
Florida, and will conclude with the 
November 18-20 World Finals in 
Gainesville. In between, the series will 
visit Georgia, North Carolina, Virginia, 
Maryland, Indianapolis, New Jersey 
and Kentucky.

The idea that all 
USA riders may get to wear the tradi- 
tional blue and white striped helmet at 
this year's Six Days in Tulsa without 
going through the traditional qualifying 
procedure, lessens the value of this pres- 
tigious helmet. In addition, the sense of 
accomplishment one gets through earn- 
ing the helmet, not buying one, is lost. 

I also grew up watching Malcolm 
Smith and the Penton clan compete in 
the Six Days, and I was fortunate enough 
to attend the 1973 ISDT held in the Berk- 
shires of Massachusetts at the age of 13. 

Upon returning from Massachusetts, I 
promptly painted my orange Bell 500TX 
with the traditional blue and white 
stripes. However, a year later, when I 
started competition, I put that helmet on 
the shelf and vowed to earn a real one 
some day. After 13 years of adding sever- 
al helmets to my shelf for New England 
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enduro, hare scrambles and motocross 
championships, I qualified for the 1986 
ISDE in Italy. My helmet shelf was com- 
plete, and each one was earned. 

I am in agreement with Palmer's 
comments about allowing only the Tro- 
phy Team and Club Team members who 
have ridden the qualifier series to wear 
the traditional helmets. My suggestion is 
that the remainder of the team could 
wear blue helmets with a USA or flag 
emblem, but save the stripes for the rid- 
ers that have earned them.

THE 1994 HONDA ROAD RACE CONTINGENCY PROGRAM.

ANAHEIM, CA, JAN. 29 
nd oh, yes - Jeremy 
Asse won again, but 
000 isn’t that pretty much a 

given these days? 

For the third time in as many weeks, 
McGrath made it look easy as he rode to 
victory in a Coors Light Challenge, 
proving that nobody - or no thing, for 
that matter, including an earthquake - 
can stop him when he feels like win- 
ning. This week’s version of the 
“McGrath stomp” was performed at the 
Team Honda/1-800-COLLECT rider’s 
“hometown” venue, Anaheim Stadium, 
just 50 miles from his house in Murrieta, 
California. Though it was the same facil- 
ity where McGrath had earned his first- 
ever win just one year and six days ear- 
lier, the stadium had a slightly different 
look to it this time around as a large sec- 
tion of seats sat vacant, scarred by the 
January 17 trembler that devastated 
much of southern California. McGrath, 
now 22, didn’t appear to be affected at 
all. 

"That's the whole idea," responded 
McGrath, when accused of providing a 
boring race. “I’ve been riding every day 
lately, and I'm faster now than I've ever 
been. I think it would be really neat to 
win all 15 rounds, but I doubt if that will 
happen. Right now, I'm just worrying 
about each race." Y 

Not only did McGrath continue his 
perfect record in the 1994 AMA Super- 
cross Series, but his primary competi- 
tion suffered a major setback. The third 
time was definitely not the charm for 
Mike LaRocco, who had turned in 
impressive runner-up finishes at the 
first two rounds and appeared to be the 
only rider with a shot at dethroning the 
defending champ. Misfortune struck the 
Team Kawasaki ace, as he was forced 
out of the main event when he cased his 
KX250 on a triple jump, breaking his 
crankcase and seriously impairing his 
chances for the supercross crown. The 
500cc National champ will now have to 
overcome not only McGrath, but a 30- 
point deficit if he is to claim the title. 

"That's not what I needed," said a 
dejected LaRocco after the race. "I'd 
much rather be in the thick of things 
than starving for points. All I can do 
now is win." 

Three-time supercross champion Jeff 
Stanton turned in his best ride of the 
year, finishing a steady second overall - 
even if he was over 15 seconds behind, 
his Honda/1-800-COLLECT teammate. 

“I'm about as happy as you can be 
(with second place),” said Stanton. “It's 
like (the difference between) a hand- 
shake and a kiss. I’m not too worried. 
My shoulder’s still a little sore from a 
crash last week in Houston. I’ve been in 
this position before. He's riding good 
right now; I've just got to get up there 
and contest him and keep driving for- 
ward." 

Also posting his best result of the 
year was Team Noleen/Sizzler/Yama- 
ha's Larry Ward, who finished in third 
place. Ward pulled the holeshot for the 
third week in a row, but unlike last 
week, he didn't fade as the race wore on. 

"Sure, I trained - lots of cheeseburg- 
ers and Twinkies," joked Ward, when 
asked if he had stepped up his training 
program during the week. "Actually,

I've been training pretty hard all along. I 
think it’s more a matter of getting used 
to running near the front. It’s more men- 
tally tiring than physically, really, 
because there’s so much going on. Every 
week I get a little better, so I’m pretty 
happy.” 

Mike Kiedrowski was yet another 
rider to count Anaheim as his best ride 
of the season, moving up from a 10th- 
place start to finish in fourth. The 
Kawasaki factory pilot appears to have 
shaken whatever it was that affected 
him for the first two rounds, though for 
the third-straight week he had to 
advance to the main via a semi. 





^] felt a little better - more confident,” 
said Kiedrowski. “I got a bad start and 
started working my way up. The track 
was pretty easy, and everyone was 
jumping everything, so it was kind of 
hard to pass.” 

After leading the first four laps, 
Team Yamaha’s Jeff Emig slipped to a 
fifth-place finish, while Yamaha priva- 
teer Jeff “Chicken” Matiasevich turned 
in an inspired performance for sixth. 
Rounding out the top 10 were Honda/1- 
800-COLLECT's Steve Lamson, Suzuki's 
Brian Swink, Yamaha's Michael Craig 
and Honda/1-800-COLLECT's Doug

McGrath's win extended his points 
total to a flawless 75, while Stanton 
moved up to second with 58, 17 in 
arrears of the champ. Emig sits third 
with 50, while Craig, LaRocco and Lam- 
son all share 45 point totals. 

In round two of the 125cc Western 
Regional Championship Supercross 
Series, Suzuki’s Damon Huffman 
extended his points lead with an easy 
victory over Team SplitFire/Hot 
Wheels/Kawasaki's Pedro Gonzalez. 
Honda of Troy's Craig Decker finished 
third, his best-ever finish in a super- 
cross. 


250cc 


While both the 250 and 125cc main 
events were runaway affairs, a fair 
amount of close racing was provided in 
the heat races and semis. The first 250cc 
heat saw Lamson pull the holeshot 
ahead of Stanton, and the two team- 
mates held their positions from start to 
finish, unaware of the crowd-pleasing 
battle behind them. Doug Dubach held 
down third on lap three, but Kiedrows- 
ki, Henry, Matiasevich and LaRocco 
were involved in a dice that carried 
them past the former factory Yamaha 
rider. Henry eventually secured third 
place at the finish, while Matiasevich 
took fourth, and the others moved on to 
the semi. 

Craig led the early going of heat 








number two, but McGrath soon moved 
by and pulled away to an easy win, 
performing his patented "nac-nac" 
maneuver over the triples on the final 
lap. Emig passed his teammate for sec- 
ond, with Craig third and Swink 
fourth. 

Kiedrowski easily won the first semi 
ahead of Yamaha privateer Jeromy 
Buehl, with LaRocco working up from 
yet another poor start to finish third. 
Kawasaki privateer Mike Chamberlain 
took over fourth when Dubach ran into 
a lapper and crashed, and Honda priva- 
teer Grayson Goodman was fifth. 

A couple of Larrys - Ward and 
Brooks - led the first few laps of semi 
two, and it appeared that it would be a 
Sizzler 1-2 finish until Brooks came up 
short over a triple and went down hard. 
Brooks was knocked unconscious, lay- 
ing motionless in the following turn for 


over a minute, while track workers 
directed traffic around him. 

"I saw the third jump coming, and 
knew I was going to be short," said 
Brooks afterwards. "I grabbed a handful 
to try and make it over, and after that I 
don't remember anything. I got back to 
the pits and Clark (...Jones, Noleen team 
manager) goes, 'Okay, we're going to 
have to ride the last chance.' I thought 
for a second and said, "Which way does 
the first turn go, again?' My shoulder's 
sore, but ГИ be okay for San Diego (Feb- 
ruary 5)." 

KTM's Cliff Palmer took over second, 
ahead of Noleen/Sizzler/Yamaha's Kyle 
Lewis, privateer Shaun Kalos and Suzu- 
ki support rider Denny Stephenson. 

Kawasaki-mounted Buddy Antunez, 
competing in his first supercross of the 
year, won the Last Chance Qualifier, 
while the popular Dubach grabbed the 
final transfer to the main with a second- 
place finish. 

Ward pulled what is quickly becom- 
ing a familiar holeshot in the 20-lap main 
event, with Emig and McGrath in his 
wake. Stanton was fourth and Matiase- 
vich sixth. Swink, LaRocco, Kiedrowski 
and Lamson were all mired in the pack. 

"Right before the gate fell, I kind of 
revved it and lurched a little bit, and I 
got a lot of guys to hit the gate," said 
Emig. 

“I went too early, and my front 
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wheel hit the gate," said Lamson. “I 
pulled back and the gate fell, and I got 
like a last-place start. After that, I just 


started passing guys.” | 


Emig jumped by Ward near the end 
of lap one, and McGrath snuck by in the 
next turn. The champ soon made a bid 
for the lead in a turn, but Emig blocked 
him on the exit. McGrath tripled a sec- 
tion that most riders - including Emig - 
were doubling, and took over the top 
spot. There is no love lost between 
McGrath and Emig, and the Yamaha 
rider wasn’t about to give up without a 
fight. He pulled up alongside McGrath 
on a straight that included a triple and a 
rhythm section, and forced his way by 
in the following turn. 

“It felt good to lead,” said Emig. 
“When McGrath went by, I just went, 
'Errrggghhhh'! I had to pass him back.”

anny Hamel began this year's 
D National hare and hound series 

by breaking one of his cardinal 
rules for successful desert racing. The 
three-time National champ missed his 
trail after the banner dropped and, for 
the first time in as long as almost any- 
one can remember, the Kawasaki KX500 
pilot was not in front when he reached 
the bomb. 

“I got a good start, but I lost my trail 
because I hadn't ridden it that fast 
before, and Ty Davis passed me at the 
bomb," said Hamel. ^I always try to be 
in front at the bomb, and it's really 
important in a race like this when it's so 
dusty." 

The silty conditions in the starting 
area east of Bessemer Mine Road, cou- 
pled with a still morning that left dust 
hanging motionless, made a good start 
critical for the three-loop course laid out 
by AMA District 37's Desert М.С.. 

Hamel pulled out all the stops to 
make up for his mistake, and swept past 
his Kawasaki teammate to retake the 
lead less than a mile past the bomb. He 
kept the pace going all the way and had 
turned the dust-free number-one spot 
into a three-and-a-half minute margin 
by the time the checkered flag fell. 

"Once I got the lead, I knew it would 
be okay," said Hamel. "I knew that 
Davis would be in my dust and it would 
be holding him up, so I just kept riding 
really hard." 

The first round of the season's seven-

presented Hamel with an 
award for his win in last 
year's hare and hound 
series, and then surprised 
the 21-year-old racer by 
naming him AMA Ama- 
teur Athlete of the Year for 
1993. 

The top racers in the 
field were closely bunched №1 
on one end of the starting 
line when the race finally Ш 
began. Hamel and Davis 
were at each others’ 
throats the minute their 
motors roared to life, and 
Kawasaki teammates Ted 
Hunnicutt, riding a KX500, 
and Paul Krause, also 
piloting a KX500, and pri- 
vateer Dan Richardson, on 
a Honda CR500, were 
close behind. 

The first loop was a fast 40-miler that 
ran southeast to the edge of the Lucerne 
Valley riding area and then doubled 


a rock wide open in fifth gear, and Joey 
Lane crashed out of 15th overall when 





Utah's Mark Lundgreen retired at the 
end of loop one after he clipped a rock 
before the halfway point in the loop, 
and Senior class racer Art Cossio called 
it quits after a fall that broke his clutch 
lever. 

Ignition problems forced Bill Maxim, 
title-holder in the Over-40 Expert divi- 
sion, to call it quits just five miles off the 


‘start, while Rex Staten ruined the start 


of a lifetime when he had to stop to let 
his KX500 cool down after it seized at 
the end of the bomb. 

For the first time since the eight-year- 
old series began, Kawasaki ace Larry 
Roeseler opted to help out in the pits 
rather than chase the series title. 

^We're here to make sure that Hamel 
and Davis win and the others (Team 
Green racers) do well. We'd like to see 
eight out of the top 10 be green," said 
Roeseler. “I’m going to be part of it still 
and it gives me an opportunity to talk 
to more people - the kids and every- 
thing." 

At the end of the first 40 miles of 
hard-on-the-gas racing, Hamel was two 
minutes ahead of Davis as he streaked 
down the valley in a long ribbon of dust 
and charged into pit row. Mark Lund- 
green was shaking his head when he hit 
pit row in third overall; the number- 
three position passed to Paul Krause 
when the KTM550 racer dismounted 
and began inspecting his injuries. 

Richardson cleared pit row a minute 
behind Krause in fourth; Jeff Capt 
brought his factory-backed Honda 
XR600R through in fifth, ahead of 
KX500 racers Dave Ondas and Ted Hun- 
nicutt, and KTM's Greg Zitterkopf led 
the 250сс Experts in eighth. 

Loop two’s 33-mile circuit around 
Bessemer Mine was almost as fast as 
loop one.

got lost in loop two. 

“I was following the ribbon, then all 
of a sudden I found wrong-way mark- 
ings,” said Davis. “I could see Hamel's 
dust, so I followed that and found the 
course." 

Zitterkopf had similar problems. 

"It was marked pretty badly by the 
time I got there because everybody had 
blown the corners and knocked the 
arrows down," said Zitterkopf. 

But the worst off-the-course excur- 
sion was experienced by a group of 
about 15 riders who lost the ribbon on 
loop two and ended up riding the 14- 
mile third loop instead. 

^We were really lost," said Staten. 
“We stopped out there and talked about 
it, then just went ahead and did the 
third loop, then went back and did loop 
two after that. We lost a lot of time and 
I'm waiting for them to say I'm DQ'd 
again. My life is DQ'd." 

Race referee Ed Farrell, who talked to 
the riders, said they would get their fin- 
ish provided they went through every 
check on both loops. 

Hamel finished loop two without 
incident and was still out in front when 
he hit pit row for the second time. Davis 
came into pit row less than three min- 
utes behind his KX500 rival, but time 
out to change a rear wheel put him five 
minutes back when he dashed into loop 

ee, 

“The Mousse went away in my rear 
tire about halfway around the loop,” 
Davis explained. “It was just like a flat 
tire. It started going everywhere.” 

Krause was two minutes behind 
Davis with Richardson right on his tail 
as he cleared the pits, Capt was going 
strong in fifth despite running out of gas 
200 yards from the pit and having to lay 
his bike over to get it running, and Hun- 
nicutt lost four minutes doubling back 
to the pits when he discovered a front 
flat half a mile into his last loop. 

Zitterkopf still led the 250сс Experts, 
in eighth overall, two places ahead of 
Lewis. Bill Fullmer’s Kawasaki KLX650 
led the Four-Stroke division in 11th, and 
Dave Donatoni led the Over-30 racers 
through in 13th. 

For the Over-40 and -50 racers, the 
trail finished at the end of loop two. 

“The last loop is really tough all the 
way,” said Desert M.C.’s Ed Farrell. 
“We had some Senior (class) riders go 
through it, but it took them an hour and 
a half, so we're only making the older 
tiders do two loops.” 

Over-40 honors were taken by Gary 
Garland, while Al Guzman took an easy 
win in the Over-50 division. 

Some of the older riders opted to 
tackle the final loop after they had fin- 
ished their two-loop race to see how bad 
the terrain really was. Others waited to 
see how long the top riders took to com- 
plete the 14 miles and decided they’d 
made the right decision when they saw it 
took Hamel 40 minutes to complete the 

at an average speed of just 21 mph. 
"The third loop is hell. It's really 
exciting over there," said Staten. "I 
wouldn't take my dog there, and trying 
-to ride through there - geez!” 

Loop three consisted of one rocky 

section after another, with towering 
_uphills and a couple of downhills that 
had even Hamel wondering whether he 
-would make it. 

. “They had a downhill that you 
almost needed to walk your bike down 
because it was so loose - rocks and all 
silty and stuff, and so steep," said 
Hamel. "The third loop was definitely 
the best one.” 

Some of the other riders weren't quite 
as enthusiastic about the technical terrain. 





“You had to slide sideways down a 
four-foot ledge on the downhill. I 
crashed and ruined my new pipe,” said 
Steve Ogren, who was leading the 125cc 
Experts. “Three people in front of me 
fell over there, too.” 

The tricky terrain caused a lot of last- 
minute turnovers in the top positions. 

Krause lost third overall to Richard- 
son, who was battling a front flat, when 
he caught a rock with his front wheel 
and tipped over on the downhill. 

“It was super rocky and no trail. The 
problem was you were so tired from 
pounding yourself silly, it was hard to 
ride through the rocks,” said Krause. 

Hunnicutt caught and passed Todd 
Hoy and Zitterkopf, who had overtak- 
en him when he doubled back to fix his 
flat tire, but had to stop charging and 
nurse his KX500 home after he 
smashed his water pump on one of the 
downhills. 

“Т rode pretty mellow trying to save 
the motor," said Hunnicutt. "I caught 
and passed Ondas and I got right 
behind Capt, but I knew if I pushed the 
bike hard it wouldn't ntake it, so I 
couldn't pass him." 

Zitterkopf made up a couple of posi- 
tions then lost them again in a fall. 
Fatigue and a fading rear brake kept 
Hoy off the pace, and Donatoni lost all 
sorts of time when he stopped for water 
to douse the burn resulting from gaso- 
line spilled in his last pit and then going 
end-over-end after he missed a corner. 

“I broke my brake pedal and my shift 
lever off. I had to put it all back together 
and I lost three places fixing the bike," 
said Donatoni. "I was having a great 
time until I bombed it." 

Hamel was still ahead at the end of 
the grueling 14-mile loop and a cheer 
went up when he bounced down the 
final rock waterfall to take the checkered 
flag. After two-and-a-half hours of rac- 
ing, the Team Green hotshot finished a 
comfortable three-and-a-half minutes 
ahead of Davis, taking the first step 
towards what he hopes will be his 
fourth hare and hound championship. 

^No problems whatsoever," said the 
Kawasaki Team Green/Thor/ Alpines- 
tar/Bieffe/Dunlop/Maxima/Procir- 
cuit/Scott/Sprocket Specialists / Brak- 
ing/Endura/F&L/RK Chain/IMS/ 
Magnum/N-Style/Scotts /Back Can- 
teen/MXA-backed Hamel. "The first 
loop was really fast. Loop two was good 
- they had quite a variety of stuff. And 
loop three was really challenging." 

Second-placed Davis, on his Kawasa- 
ki/Varner/FMF/N-Style/Maxima/LR 
Racing/Answer/Dunlop/Marzocchi- 
sponsored KX500, said a section of 
whoops ruined an otherwise perfect 
third loop. 

“I wish they could've picked a virgin 
trail coming back (to the finish)," said 
Davis. ^The last three miles was a fast 
section of whoop-de-doos. I've been 
doing that all day." 

Richardson, who slid home nearly 
nine minutes behind Hamel to claim 
third, said the course was one of the best 
he'd ridden, despite a front flat for the 
final loop. 

Paul Krause brought his KX500 
across the line in fourth overall, ahead 
of Capt's Honda XR600R; Hunnicutt 
took sixth overall ahead of Kawasaki 
teammate Dave Ondas, and Greg Zit- 
terkopf wrapped up the 250cc Expert 
win in eighth overall. Cycle World edi- 
tor Jinmy Lewis, who took second 
250cc Expert on an RMX250, was right 
on the KTM racers' tail in ninth overall, 
and Todd Hoy completed the top 10 on 
a КТМ550 

Bill Fullmer’s KLX650 thundered to 
victory in the Four-Stroke division (11th

overall). His closest 
competition was 
Utah's Brandon Ger- 
ber, who rode his 
Husqvarna up from 
47th at the end of the 
first loop to finish 
17th overall. 

Despite taking 
third 250cc Expert in 
his first District 37 
desert race, Craig 
Smith was not sure 
he'd ever sign up for 
another race in the 
district. 

"It's so gnarly I 
don't know that I 
want to do that 
again," said the 
KX250 racer, who fin- 
ished 12th overall. 
“And there are guys 
standing at the top of 
every gnarly hill and 
they are just laughing 
at you." 

Dave Donatoni 
nursed his battered 
Honda CR500 home 
in 14th overall to take 
the Vet class honors, 
and more than 10 
minutes passed 
before Gary Dudley 
arrived to take second

o it seems that some things do, 

perhaps, get better with age, 

M but certainly not when it 
comes to performance-orient- 

a ed motorcycles. This unfortu- 
nate fact can be especially dis- 

turbing when you're a 
motorcycle manufacturer try- 

ing to sell an aging and out-dated sport- 
bike, and it doesn't help matters any 
when your competitors are offering com- 
parable products that are overflowing 
with the very latest in streetbike technolo- 


gy- 

Case in point: Suzuki’s GSX1100 
Katana. Always considered a fine motor- 
cycle, the 1100 has been the company’s 
mainstay in the open-class sport/touring 
market since its introduction in 1983. 
Actually, the 1100 didn’t officially become 
the “Katana” until 1988, when it took on a 
whole new look, along with major modi- 
fications. Since then, the Katana 1100 has 
remained fairly stagnant in terms of tech- 
nological advancements and, as a result, 
has fallen behind the times and into near 
obscurity. The reasons for its demise 
becomes as clear as day when you com- 
pare the aging Katana to some of its more 
developed competitors, like Yamaha’s 
GTS1000, which made its debut last year 
and featured a futuristic single-sided 
swingarm front suspension system. Then 
there is BMW’s. totally revamped 
R1100RS, which boasts its own unique 
Telelever front suspension design and 
new Boxer engine, and of course there is 
Kawasaki's recently overhauled ZX-11, 
that features the most powerful engine in 
its class and even more eye-catching 
styling. And you certainly can’t forget 
Honda’s revived CBR1000 with its one- 
of-a-kind Linked Braking System. The 











Katana? Well, it did have an electronical- 
ly adjustable windshield! 

So it comes as no surprise that Suzuki 
has finally dropped the Katana 1100 from 
its ‘94 line-up in favor of a more contem- 
porary and spicy sport/touring bike - the 
all-new RF900R. 

The RF900R is Suzuki's answer to this 
latest outbreak of "techno" open-class 
sport/touring streetbikes. And from what 
we can tell so far, it's the correct response, 
despite the fact that the RF doesn't boast 
any startling or unorthodox designs. 

Suzuki focused most of its attention on 
the sport side of sport/touring with the 
RF900, and this becomes especially evi- 
dent after inspecting what's hidden 
beneath all the red- (or black-) painted 
plastic. Here you will find the RF's pow- 
erplant, an in-line, four-cylinder, liquid- 
cooled, DOHC engine that is closely 
based on the "full-race" GSXR1100W's 
engine. Most of the changes made to the 
RF's mill were aimed at improving bot- 
tom-end and midrange performance, 
thus making the engine less “hyper” and 
more suited for sport/touring riding. 

The crankcase and lower-end are iden- 
tical to that of the GSXR1100W engine, 
but the RF’s powerplant uses a straighter 
and less-restrictive downdraft-style 
intake system for more “efficient” cylin- 
der charging. The bore and stroke of the 
GSXR engine have been reduced from 
75.5 x 60.0mm to 73.0 x 56.0mm, giving 
the RF an actual displacement of 937cc. 

The 900’s valve train is the same 
direct-activated system used in the 
recently introduced RF600R and current 
model GSXRs. This system uses shim- 
under-bucket valve lash adjustment, 
4.5mm valve stems, and a single spring 
per valve. The 900 has smaller valve sizes 





than the GSXR1100W, but uses the same 
intake valve timing. The exhaust valve 
timing of the RF has slightly less overlap 
than the GSXR for broader midrange per- 
formance. 

Also like the GSXR, the RF’s engine 
uses an assortment of lightweight magne- 
sium covers. 

Carburetion is handled by four 36mm, 
semi-cylindrical Slingshot slide Mikuni 
carbs mounted at a 55-degree angle and 
fed by a six-liter airbox. An electric fuel 
pump is used to transfer fuel from the gas 
tank to the carbs. The spent gasses are 
exhausted through a four-into-one pipe 
system, constructed of stainless steel 
headpipes and a bolt-on aluminum muf- 
fler. 

The cooling system is identical to that 
of the RF600R, utilizing a single, curved 
radiator with an electric fan. The system 
is driven directly off the oil pump. Addi- 
tional cooling is provided by a water- 
cooled oil cooler, mounted between the 
oil filter and crankcase. 

The RF900R uses the same five-speed 
transmission and hydraulic clutch assem- 
bly as the GSXR1100W. All the internal 
gear ratios are the same between these 
models, but the RF has a slightly higher 
final drive ratio. 

The engine also acts as a stressed 
member of the “diamond”- or “wish- 
bone"- type frame, and is positioned low 
and close to the steering head. The main 
spar sections are the same as those used 
on the RF600R, with the addition of a 
brace that joins both spars above the 
engine. However, the seat support section 
of the frame differs slightly from the 
RF600R because of the 900's large single- 
rather than two-piece seat. Suzuki claims 
that the pressed-steel-constructed frame

weighs only a little more than the alu- 
minum frame used on the GSXR1100. 
Unlike the 600, the 900's swingarm is con- 
structed of aluminum instead of steel. 

Showa suspension components are 
used at both ends. Up front is a 43mm, 
non-inverted but cartridge-style, telescop- 
ic fork, which features no external com- 
pression or rebound damping adjust- 
ment, just spring preload. Wheel travel is 
4.7 inches. 

Out back, a single gas-charged shock 
is mounted to a link-type suspension sys- 
tem. Unlike the 600's shock, the 900's 
Showa utilizes a remote reservoir, com- 
plete with rebound and compression 
damping adjustments, including spring 
preload. Wheel travel is 4.9 inches. 

The front brake system consists of 
four-piston Nissin calipers with staggered 
diameter pistons, similar to those used on 
earlier GSXRs. The calipers grasp 310mm 
floating-type stainless steel rotors. A two- 
piston, single 240mm disc system is used 
in the rear. Sintered-metal pads are used 
up front; semi-metal in the back. 

To help prevent vibration from mak- 
ing it to the rider's arms, the upper fork 
yoke has been sliced in two where two 
small rubber buffers have been installed. 
Rubber bushings were also installed in 
the footrest mounting plates. 

The cast aluminum wheels are graced 
by new 17-inch Dunlop D203 Sport Max 
Radial II tires. 

The RF900R's "Ferrari-esque" and sen- 
suous styling is, no doubt, one of the 
bike's most outstanding assets. Ironically, 
though, the RF wasn't styled after the 
expensive Italian sports cars that it seems 
to emulate. Instead, the RF's aesthetic 
styling was, believe it or not, inspired by 
a creature of the sea - a stingray, to be 
exact. The RF's chief styling designer 
once visited an aquarium and was 
entranced by the "fluid power and grace 
of a stingray gliding effortlessly through 
the water." If you put on your imagina- 
tion cap and look closely, it is conceivable 
to see the flowing lines resembling those 
of a stingray on the front cowling, the tail- 
light assembly, and the fairing's wind 
ducts, which are, they say, styled after the 

ills of a stingray. It's kind of like looking 
at one of those 3-D halusion prints you 
see in malls nowadays. 

Nonetheless, the RF900R is a strikingly 
good-looking motorcycle, which will be 
available in two different, monotone color 
schemes - bright red and pitch black. Both 
versions look sweet! 

Suzuki introduced the RF900R to the 


motorcycling press in Austin, Texas, 
which included a two-day, cross-country 
ride that eventually concluded on the 
Riverwalk in San Antonio, home of the 
infamous Alamo. Unfortunately, rain fell 
on us during most of the ride, but the 
ever-efficient folks at Suzuki had an RF 
ready for us to test shortly after our 
arrival back home in sunny southern Cal- 
ifornia. 

Suzuki engineers said they had three 
key factors in mind when designing the 
RF900R: performance, comfort and style. 
They hit the nail on the head in all three 
categories. 

There's certainly no shortage of horse- 
power here. The RF is downright fast - 
very GSXR-ish. However, unlike the 
GSXR, the RF is significantly more road- 


pleasing than its racer-replica brother. ' 


Most of the changes that went into the 
RF's engine were to boost low-end and 
midrange performance, and this becomes 
quite evident the first time you ride the 
bike. It might not have the awesome 
torque that some of the RF's larger-capac- 
ity rivals like the ZX-11 or the GTS1000 
have, but the RF holds its own, and we 
greatly appreciated this on the wet roads 
in Texas. Despite having to rail some of 
the watery turns a gear higher than nor- 
mal, rolling on the throttle while exiting 
the turns left very little to be desired. At 
low rpm, the RF pulls aggressively, but in 
a tractable and controllable manner. We 
never had to worry about the engine sud- 
denly "coming on the pipe" and the rear 
tire breaking loose like might have hap- 
pened on the GSXR. 

When traction is at a premium, you 
won't be disappointed by the RF's high 
rate of acceleration. It reaches highway 
speeds in almost a blink of an eye and 
does so smoothly, thanks to a wide, broad 
spread of power. Upon reaching cruising 
speeds in fifth gear, the RF motors along 
nicely and effortlessly. There is very little 
vibration to speak of, and the relatively 
high final gear ratio (43/15) successfully 
reduces engine speed so you don't 
always have that urge to click up another 
gear. 

The RF also shifts quite well but still 
had a couple of faults. Changing from 
first to second gear usually produced a 
significant "clunking" sound from the 
gearbox, and the clutch lever was far too 
stiff for our liking. Otherwise, the RF's 
five-speed transmission shifted extremely 
smooth, with or without the aid of the 
clutch. 

It takes little input from the rider to

initiate the turns. Even though the RF 
feels just a tad on the heavy side, it can 
still be flicked through a succession of 
turns without working up a sweat. Once 
leaned over, it likes to stay there. The RF 
feels very stable whether or not it's 
straight-up-and-down and traveling in a 
straight line, or at a 45-degree angle to the 
pavement. This machines corners as well, 
if not better, than any open-class 
sport/touring bike we've ever thrown a 
leg over. 

One thing about riding in the rain, 








you really get to know your bike's 
brakes. By the time we reached San 
Antonio, the RF's binders and I had 
become best of friends. More than once I 


entered a soggy turn a little too hot and 
was forced to grab more lever than I felt 
comfortable with, but not once did either 
end reveal any signs of skidding or lock- 
ing. There's more than enough stopping 
power at both ends to haul the RF in on 
dry ground, and no more than one finger 
is usually needed on the front brake 
lever. 











Just because the RF900 tilts more 
towards the sport side of sport/touring, 
don't think for a moment that comfort 
was in any way sacrificed. Not at all. In 
fact, the RF900 is very comfortable, 
thanks to a wide and firm seat, fairly spa- 
cious layout and firm suspension. The 
rider does lean significantly forward but 
not nearly as much as on the GSXRs. We 
rode approximately 200 miles in one day 
on the RF and felt pretty good afterwards 
- no back aches, no stiff knees and no 
cramped thighs or forearms. 

The relatively small fairing does an 
admirable job of keeping the elements off 
the rider, but the rider's hands are pretty 
much left exposed to anything that comes 
your way. We'd like to see better protec- 
tion in this area. 

The RF has a fairly simplistic, but nice- 
looking instrument panel. The tach and 
speedo can easily be read at a glance, but 
don't rely on the low-on-fuel warning 
light. During our introduction ride in 
Texas, some of the bikes ran out of gas 
before, or just as, the warning light came 
on. Luckily, the RF holds 1.3 gallons of 
reserve. Most of the bikes had to be 
switched to reserve at about the 130-mile 
mark. To our surprise, the RF isn't fitted 
with a fuel gauge. . 

If you plan on taking the RF900R to 
the race track, don’t plan on receiving any 
support from Suzuki. “The RF900R is not 
a race bike, that’s what the GSXRs are 





for.” We heard this many times by Suzuki 
reps during our stay in Texas. And to 
prove their point, Suzuki isn’t posting 
any contingencies for the RF900R. But 
that’s okay. The RF is more than happy 
cruising down the highways and whip- 
ping through back canyon or mountain 
roads. 

Suzuki has certainly sweetened the 
pot in the big-bore sport/touring class 
with its all-new RF900R. In what was 
already the most exciting and competitive 
class in the streetbike market, Suzuki has 
made your decision-making that much 
harder. 

The RF900R is definitely priced right, 
especially when you take into account 
what some of the other manufacturers are 
asking for their comparable models. The 
suggested retail price of the RF900R is 
$8099, which is the lowest in its class; 
only Honda's CBR1000F comes close at 
$8199. The RF is priced significantly 
lower than most of its other competitors, 
like the $14,999 asking price of Yamaha's 
GTS1000 , or the $14,590 and $11,890 
price tags of BMW's K1100 and R1100RS 
models. The RF is even $1500 less than 
Kawasaki's ZX-11. 

Hmm, maybe that decision won't be 
so hard after all. eN

PARKER, AZ, JAN. 22 
K awasaki's Danny Hamel kicked 
off the 1994 racing season with 
the same dominating style and 
unshakable good luck that made him 
the winningest off-road racer of 1993. 
The 21-year-old from Boulder City, 
Nevada, drew the number-one starting 
position for round one of SCORE Inter- 
national's four-race Desert Champi- 
onship Series. The lead-off spot put him 
out in front of the dust, and his skill - 
along with that of teammate Ty Davis - 
did the rest. 

The Team Green duo kept their 
KX500 ahead of the pack for 281 trouble- 
free miles to take the overall motorcycle 
win and the Open class victory in four 
hours and 36 minutes - more than 13 
minutes and almost three miles per hour 
faster than their nearest competition. 

“We had a big advantage being first 
off the line because we had no dust, and 
we had a perfect ride all day to go with 
it," said Hamel, who has now racked up 
three consecutive wins at the Parker 400 
- the oldest continuous off-road race in 
the U.S.. 

The course for the 21st running of the 
Parker event was the same figure eight 
that the racers have faced for the last 
three years. It consisted of a 76-mile 
upper loop that ran as far north as Min- 
eral Wash, and included the main pit at 
Shea Road and a special motorcycle and

ATV section that was off-limits to the 
event's truck and buggy classes, and a 
64-mile lower loop that circled south 
through Graham Well. The figure- 
eight's cross-over and a second pit were 
located at Midway. 

The only change from previous years 
was that the upper loop of the course 
had already suffered some wear and 
tear from a separate 250-mile race for 
SCORE's new Trophy-Truck Class - a 
division created for big-money, factory- 
backed trucks to relieve financial pres- 
sure on privateer racers. The new class 
raced on Thursday so big names like 
Ivan Stewart, Robby Gordon and Walk- 
er Evans could compete in a Mickey 
Thompson stadium race scheduled for 
the same Saturday as Parker. The Mick- 
ey Thompson event was subsequently 
postponed because Anaheim Stadium 
was damaged by the earthquake that hit 
Los Angeles earlier in the week. 

“It seemed a little dustier than usual 
because the course was chewed up 
more, but it wasn't too bad, and every- 
body had the same problem- except 
Hamel," said Larry Roeseler, who will 
ride a Kawasaki KLX650 with Garth 
Sweetland in this year's SCORE series. 

Dawn was just beginning to break as 
the motorcycle racers prepared for their 
7.30 a.m. start. The air was chilly and a 
ribbon of fog hovered over the Col- 
orado River as the 21 teams lined up 
outside Blue Water Marina, but the 
cold was soon forgotten when the 
green flag dropped and Hamel pow- 


| 





ered down the paved section that led 
into the first of the two circuits of the 
140-mile course. 

The rest of the racers followed, one 


bike at a time, every 60 seconds. Roesel- 
er turned heads before he left the line 
when his four-stroke started steaming 
like a percolator in the cold morning air, 
and long-time Honda factory rider Dan 
Ashcraft raised some eyebrows when he 
turned up as a privateer aboard a bor- 
rowed CR500. 

“Т asked for money from Honda.this 
year - some kind of salary or something. 
I wanted some guarantee like the 
Kawasaki boys are getting, and they 
said they couldn't afford to do it at the 
level that I would like," said Ashcraft. 
"They thought it was best if I tried to 
find another ride. We're on good 
terms." 

The most confusing entry in the field 
came from Tim Morton, John Flores, 
Brent Blount and Brian Schmuckle, who 
banded together to campaign a CR500 
in the Open class (Class 22), and a 
CR250 in the 250cc division (Class 21). 

“We put four guys on two bikes just 














































to spice it up a little so it's not just the 
same old thing," Morton explained. 
“We're just trying something new - 
something to be different." 

The pace slowed a little as the racers 
cleared the pavement and started into 
the dusty upper loop of the figure eight. 

“И was so dusty this morning that 
you had to be careful. I did a handstand 
and almost got off at about the eight- 
mile marker but I managed to save it," 
said "Rocket" Rex Staten, who teamed 
with Dan Worley in a bid for Class 30 
(Riders over age 30) honors. 

Flat tires slowed some of the riders 
even more than the dust. The factory 
Honda team of Johnny Campbell and 
Jeff Capt, who were racing an XR600 for 
the first time, rode a flat for 20 miles 
before they could change their rear tire 
at Mineral Wash, and Paul Krause, who 
led off for KX500 teammate Ted Hunni- 
cutt, rode his flat all the way to the Mid- 
way pit. 

Hamel enjoyed a trouble-free run all 
the way to Midway and was ahead on 
adjusted time when he handed the 
KX500 over to Davis for the southerly 
loop of the figure eight. 

“That part's really fast. Forty miles of

it is just pinned. The other 20 is off and 
on, with 10 miles of whoops," said 
Schmuckle, who rode his first circuit of 
the southerly loop on the Morton/Flores 
team's CR250 and then switched to the 
team's CR500 for loop two. "I liked the 
250 best. The 500 is scary; it goes fast 
quicker and doesn't slow down as fast 
when you need to." 

A promising early run by Jason 
Kawell and Steve Hengeveld hit the 
skids at the end of the southerly loop 
when the tank on their KX250 split and 
started spewing gas. The team lost near- 
ly half an hour installing a new tank 
before they could continue. 

The race was over for good for 
Honda's Charles Halcomb and Chuck 
Miller when their factory-backed XR628 
reportedly blew its transmission in the 
southerly loop. Dewey Belew’s first 
attempt at a SCORE race turned into a 
trial by fire when he reached Midway at 
the end of his first dash around the 
southerly loop and found that his part- 
ner, James Henderson, wasn't ready to 
get back on the bike. 

“Не crashed right off the start and 








was a bit banged up, so he wasn’t look- 
ing to get back on,” said Belew. “I kept 
riding. I hadn’t been on the top part of 
the course and I'm glad I hadn't, 
because I wouldn't have gone on. 
There's nothing but rocks out there - 
rocks, big whoops and horrible stuff." 

Davis had increased Hamel's lead in 
the lower half of loop one and the duo 
was comfortably ahead when he handed 
the bike back to Hamel at Midway. 
Hamel was hard on the gas all the way 
to the main pit at Shea Road and with 
"half the race behind them, Hamel and 
Davis were nearly seven minutes ahead 
on adjusted time. 

Ashcraft's solo blitz had him second 
on time when he reached the Shea Road 
checkpoint, and half a minute ahead of 
Roeseler and Sweetland, who reported 
that the clutch was starting to slip on 
their KLX650. The Morton/Flores/ 
Blount/Schmuckle team had their 
class entry half a minute back in fourth, 
ahead of Krause/Hunnicutt and the 
KX500 piloted by Craig Smith and Dave 
Ondas. The quartet's CR250 led the 
250cc field, in eighth overall, more than 
a minute ahead of 250cc rivals Mitchell 
and Willert on adjusted time. 

The Staten/Worley KX500 held the 
Over-30 lead, in 10th overall, at the 
halfway point, ahead of Belew /Hender- 
son and Kawell/Hengeveld. The Class 
50 (riders over age 50) team of Sam Bass, 
65, and Al Perrett, 55, raced through in 
13th overall - less than an hour behind 
the overall leaders. The Bass/Perrett 
КХ500 was in front in Class 50, with sec- 
ond place held by solo rider Jesse Ellico. 
More than seven minutes back were 
Class 40 leaders Chris Haines and Bill 
ua who had lost time with a front 

at. 

Hamel continued his trouble-free 
ride as he began his second circuit of the 
northerly loop. Ashcraft was pushing 
hard behind him, but with the Mor- 
ton/Flores CR500 kicking up dust 
between him and Hamel, there was little 
he could do to close the gap. 

"I knew Hamel was up there just 
pulling away, but I couldn't get by 
(Morton/Flores) because the dust was 
so bad," said Ashcraft. "And then I 
started to get a bit tired. The dust wears 
you out because you're just fighting 
everything, plus the bike wasn't really 
set up for me because I didn't have 
enough time on it." 

While Ashcraft was fighting too-stiff 
forks and headshake that was wearing 
out his arms, Campbell and Willert were 
launching a charge that had their Honda 
moving up through the ranks. By the 
time they reached Midway for the last 
time, Campbell was neck ^n neck with 
Roeseler and he pulled away from the 
Kawasaki ace in a drag race out of the 
pit. 

The 250cc battle was also heating up 
as Mitchell and Willert tried to eat away 
at the slender lead held by the Mor- 
ton/Flores CR250, while the Bass/Per- 
rett Over-50 team slipped behind the 
hard Class 40 team of Haines 
and Tanner when Bass stopped to clean 
his glasses. 

“I had to stop about 25 miles from 
Midway - I couldn't see a thing," said 
Bass. "I was taking it a little easy by 
then. My rear tire had worn out and it 
was spinning ^ 

Without a major upset, there was no 
stopping Hamel and Davis. The duo 
had such a comfortable lead that they 
even took time out to do an extra tire 
change at the Midway pit before they 
tackled the final sprint to the finish. 

"The pit radios let us know how we 
were doing. We knew we had time, so 
we put in an extra splash of gas and did 





the wheel change just for insurance," 
said Hamel. 

The Kawasaki Team Green/Bel- 
Ray/Pro Circuit/Dunlop/Renthal/ 
Trick/Tsubaki/NGK/LR Racing/ 
Scotts/ Acerbis/PIAA-backed KX500 
remained unchallenged right to the end 
and streaked down the last high: 
wash to take the checkered flag just a 
few minutes after noon, with an average 
speed of 61.064 mph. 

Hamel described the dust-free num- 
ber-one spot as a huge advantage, espe- 
cially in the early stages of the four-and- 
a-half hour race. ^Being out in front 
helped a lot. The dust was probably ter- 
rible further back and you're going into 
the sun, so you wouldn't be able to see a 
thing," said Hamel. 

Ashcraft was still hard on the heels of 
the Morton/Flores CR500 when he 
crossed the line to take second on 
adjusted time. 

“I had a trouble-free ride. It was just 
very, very dusty and I couldn't catch 
up," said the Maxima/Xtreme/Smith / 
Alpinestar/FMF/F&L/Dunlop-spon- 
sored Dan Ashcraft, who thanked 
Richard Noss for lending him the bike, 
and his parents and friends for pitting 
him. “I always like this course. It has 
high-speed washes and rocks and roads 


"=a little bit of everything. And I think 


it's faster than Baja." 

The Morton/Flores/Blount/ 
Schmuckle CR500 edged the Roeseler/ 
Sweetland Kawasaki four-stroke out of 
third overall by just 36 seconds. 

"We're still in the development 
Stages with our bike - this is only our 
second race on it," said the Ka- 
wasaki/Shoei/Oakley /Thor/Dunlop/ 
Tsubaki/Bel-Ray/Acerbis/PIAA/ 
Scotts/ NGK/Endura/LR Racing-back- 
ed Roeseler. “All in all, it was a good 
day for us. The motor worked great and 
the handling was great. We'll keep 
doing our homework. Maybe some day 
we'll all be riding them.” 

It was touch and go in the final 
sprint to the finish for Krause and Hun- 
nicutt, as Campbell’s daring last-minute 
dash sliced their lead thinner and thin- 
ner and Hunnicutt struggled with fad- 
ing brakes. 

“The last 80 miles I had no rear 
brakes. We wore them out because of 
the dust,” said Hunnicutt. “When you 
can’t see and you’re really pushing, 
you're on the brakes, on the gas, on 
brakes again - they heat up and go 
away. Then you start making mistakes 
and blowing corners because you can't 
stop fast enough." 

But the Kawasaki team's worries 
were over when Campbell's Honda ran 
out of gas just a mile from the checkered 
flag. The unscheduled stop in the wash 
took Campbell by surprise. "We used a 





lot more gas in the last loop than in the 
first one. I think the filter was probably 
clogged and the bike was running rich," 
said Campbell. “We should've been able 
it make it easily." 

Campbell's time-out left the 
Krause/Hunnicutt KX500 sixth overall, 
ahead of the KX500 piloted by Craig 
Smith and Dave Ondas, and the Camp- 
bell/Capt Honda team had to be content 
with seventh overall. Tim Morton 
brought the Morton/Flores/Blount/ 
Schmuckle team's second mount - an 
all-black CR250 - home in eighth overall 
to take the Class 21 win. 

"The course here is the same old b.s., 
but it's always fun to race," said the 
TNT Racing/FMF/Cycle Parts West/ 
RK Chain/AlIba Honda/Excel/Trick/ 
Scotts/ Alpinestar-supported Morton. 
"Some people have to have the right 
deal to go and race, but even if I had to 
do it all by myself and pay for it all 
myself, I'd still be racing." 

Mitchell shook his head when he dis- 
covered that he and Willert had been 
pushed back into second in the 250cc 
division by less than half a minute. 

“If I hadn't bent the skid plate, we 
would've won it,” said Mitchell, with a 
sigh. "But we had a good race. Pre-run- 
ning really helped me a lot. There were 
so many sections, like when you're 
going up a blind hill at 80 or 90 mph, 
that you need to know where you're 
going. It's a real advantage." 

Staten and Worley brought their 
Kawasaki of Riverside/Sinisalo/ 
IMS/FMF/Dunlop/Endura/MMF/ 
Krause-backed KX500 home in 10th 
overall to take the Class-30 win, ahead 
of KX250 racers Kawell and Hengeveld

and KX500 pilots Belew and Hender- 
son. 

Haines and Tanner got lapped by the 
first race car in the field as they galloped 
down the final wash to claim the Over- 
40 victory in 13th overall, and Over-50 
winner Bass was lapped by three cars as 
he brought the KX500 he shared with 
Perrett down the wash in 14th overall, 
just six minutes behind the Over-40 vic- 
tors. 

“When the cars started passing me, I 
picked up the pace," said Bass. "I didn't 
want any more of those coming up 
behind me." сч

Litterkopf and KTM dominate

MESQUITE, NV, JAN. 22 
L ed by former motocrosser Greg Zit- 





terkopf, KTM thoroughly man-han- 

dled the Peppermill Championship 
Grand Prix - round one of the Best in 
the Desert's newly named Silver State 
Championship Series. In doing so, Zit- 
terkopf also became the only three-time 
overall winner of the race, which car- 
ries riders through the city streets and 
into the desert and surrounding farm- 
land. 

In the seven-race history of the event, 
superstar Danny Hamel notched a win 
in 1990 before Zitterkopf emerged the 
victor in ‘91 and “92. Hamel prevented 
Zitterkopf from making it three in a row 
last year (though the KTM racer did win 
the 250cc class). A showdown was 
avoided this time around, as Team 
Green commitments took Hamel to the 
Parker 400, held the same day. 

Nonetheless, Zitterkopf rode every 
turn of the five-lap, 70-mile race as 
though Hamel was right on his rear 
wheel. “The only person who could've 
beaten me was myself," he said later. "I 
just tried to ride my own race. I knew 
that without Danny there, if I rode a 
good, smart race I'd win it." 

The KTM USA/Duralube/Z The 
Racing/Dunlop/O'Neal/Smith/EK/ 
Acerbis/Sidi/Renthal/100% /FMF/ 





IMS/ Bieffe/ Bernardo Painting/VP 
Fuels-sponsored rider completed the 
70-mile trip on his 550 M/XC in 2:02:36, 
which includes a five-minute penalty. “I 
screwed up on the second lap,” he 
admitted. “It was total brainfade. I 
overshot the pit entrance, so I cut 
underneath the ribbon (separating the 
race course from pit lane) to get to my 
pit.” A similar penalty four years ago 
dropped him from first to third overall, 
but he had enough of a cushion this 
time to become the race’s winningest 
rider. 

ISDE veteran Kelby Pepper, one of 
four Pros from Colorado (three of whom 
made the top 10), faced this course for 
the first time. It mattered little. He 
pushed the pace all morning and at one 
point ran in second overall on his KTM 
USA/Dunlop/Moose/ Smith/FMF/ 
Acerbis-backed KTM 250. 

He couldn’t hold off Arizona’s 
Destry Abbott, however. Astride anoth- 
er KTM250, the KTM USA/Duralube/ 
FMF/ Arai/Sunoco/ AXO/K-Style/Dirt 
& Street/Dick's Suspension-sponsored 
racer wrangled his way past Pepper and 
took the 250cc Pro win in 2:03:47 to Pep- 
per's 2:04:38. After the race, he held up 
his forearm, pointed to a scar and 
explained, "This is the first time I've 
raced since Laughlin (seven weeks ago). 
I crashed the week after that and had to 
have surgery." Nice recovery. 





Rounding out the top five were 
Bryan Wade Folks (whose father, Casey, 
promoted the race) and Over 30 Pro vic- 
tor Scot Harden, both on KTMs. In fact, 
KTMs took eight of the top 10 spots and 
ended up winning 10 classes, roughly 
one-third. 

Yamaha-mounted Julian Cerny just 
missed breaking into the top 10, but he 
won the 250cc Expert class for the sec- 
ond Best in the Desert race in a row. He 
was also the first Expert finisher - not 
bad for a Canadian. 

Nick Pearson, 16, smoked the Ama- 
teur race held right after the Pro/Expert 
competition, bagging the overall on a 
KTM 250. Younger brother Russell 
matched that by winning 80cc Expert 
and the minibike race overall. A first for 
a Best in the Desert event, the mini 
event ran on an abbreviated course and 
drew 34 aspiring young desert racers - 
not bad, considering the decision to run 
the class was made only a couple weeks 
earlier. The "grown-up" race drew 328 
entries. ex

Moore too much for competition

SAN BERNARDINO, CA, JAN. 23 
ob Moore swept three out of four 
Bess en route to overall victories 
in both 125 and 250cc pro classes 
during round three of the GFI Winter 
Series at Glen Helen Raceway. 

Moore talked the talk, and walked 
the walk in front of over 600 amateur 
racers who came from various cities in 
both northern and southern California 
as well as six other states. 

When the gate dropped for the first 
125cc Pro race, 30 of the finest pro riders 
thundered into the sharp, right-handed 
first turn. Emerging first was the teenag- 
er from Sun City, California, Don Upton 
with Chris Young, Mike Chamberlain, 





Ray Crumb and Moore in hot pursuit. 
Upton, no stranger to the Glen Helen 
race facility, had made the top 10 less 
than six months ago at the Glen Helen 
250cc National MX. 

Moore was on the move and method- 
ically picked off riders one by one until 
he was second, and in position to chal- 
lenge Upton for the lead. 

"]'m really here just for the prac- 
tice," Moore said. "I am not about to 
try anything that can get me hurt. The 
World Championship is my number- 
one priority." 

Moore followed Upton lap after lap, 
waiting for the smallest of openings, but 
none came as Upton was riding a great 
race. 

"I was suprised I felt so good," 





Upton said. “I only slept two hours after 
flying in from the Houston Supercross, 
and I'm racing my practice bike." 

With three laps to go, Moore finally 
forced the issue and slid his Chesterfield 
Yamaha in front of Upton. 

“I looked over and Moore's front 
tire was right there," Upton said. "T 
tried to move over but I couldn't do a 
thing." 

Moore opened a small margin during 
the remaining laps, with NCY/Xtreme/ 
Bill's Pipes-backed Upton not far behind 
in second. Moore crossed the finish line 
for the win with Upton a solid second in 
front of Chamberlain and Ray Crumb, 
who wore a boot four sizes too big on 
his broken foot. 

The second moto saw a suprise 





holeshot by Chris Young, who went on 
to lead all the way to the finish. 

“I didn't do anything special,” Young 
said. “I just felt really comfortable...I’m 
sure Moore is kind of mad right now. 
He comes here expecting to win every 
moto." 

Moore and former factory Yamaha 
rider Doug Dubach had a great race for 
second place, which 
came down to the 
wire. "Chamberlain 
took me wide in this 
turn in the begin- 
ning of the race, but 
I came back and 
almost got Moore at 
the finish for sec- 
ond," Dubach said. 

“I got rubber on 
my side plate from 
Doug's wheel," 
added Moore. 

"| jumped past 
him, and then we hit 
and stopped," 
Dubach said. "When 
we took off, Moore's 
bike was just faster 
up the hill." 

Moore finished 
the moto second 
with Dubach inches 
behind in third. 
Chamberlain rode a 
solid moto for fourth 
with Yamaha test 
rider Joel Albrecht 
and Don Upton 
rounding out the top 
six. 

"| guess the jet 
lag finally kicked 
in," Upton said, "I just wasn't sharp for 
that second moto." 

Moore returned and mastered both 
250cc Pro motos, riding a bike that 
many of the other pros said was leaps 
and bounds faster then any other 
machine on the track 

"This bike was built by FMF. Both 
Don Emler and Terry Varner are work- 
ing together now, and they make really 
fast bikes," Moore said. 

Moore was merciless, and motored 
home for the double-moto victory in 
front of Rick Ryan, Lance Smail, Dubach 
and Young. 

If Moore was the prince of the pro 
classes, then Kenny Zahrt was the king 
of the vet divisions. Zahrt, who is one 
year shy of 40, posted an awesome six- 
moto sweep of the 25+, 30+ and 35+ 
Master classes. 

Zahrt battled with former National 
champ Gary Jones in both the 30+ and 
35+ Master classes before pulling ahead 
late in each race for the eventual win. 
Jones, at age 42, finished second in three 
of the four races he entered and said he 
was trying to improve his speed by rac- 
ing with the younger guys. 

Zahrt found the racing a little harder 
in the 25+ Master class, where he battled 
with Chris Radzinski for much of the 
first moto 

"He was on the gas!" said Radzinski 
of Zahrt. "His speed was right up there 
with all of us.” During the closing 
moments of the race, Radzinski crashed 
back to seventh, giving Zahrt some 
breathing room which he used for the 
moto win in front of Joe Fernandez and 
Ronnie Gilbert. 

In the second moto, Zahrt again took 
control, which was especially amazing 
since it was his sixth race of the day, and 
he had just come off the track from a 
win in the 35+ Master race.

Racers beat the forecasted poor 
weather as they traveled south to one of 
California’s oldest motocross facilities, 
and the jump-filled, hillside track was 
praised by many of the riders as the day 
progressed. 

At the start of the first 250cc Pro race, 
it was Jeff Tilton, Dennis Dahlin and 
Craig Canoy haggling over the top spot.

Canoy took the position on his Kawasa- 
ki, while Tilton held second and Dahlin 
was in third. Series points leader Terry 
Parsons moved up quickly from a 
mediocre getaway, first relegating 
Dahlin to fourth, and on the second lap 
dropped Tilton one position to take over 
the runner-up spot. Parsons maintained 
his brisk pace as he closed in on the 














leader, and soon motored past Canoy 
for the lead. 

“1 haven’t been riding much lately, 
because I had the flu,” said Canoy. “I 
just tried to ride consistently.” 

Back in the pack and charging hard 
were Manneh and Jimmy Lavorci. Both 
riders suffered from poor starts, but 
were working their way through the 
field quickly. Manneh had the jump on 
Lavorci as he moved into the third spot 
by the halfway point, while Lavorci 
worked his way into fourth by the end 
of the race. 

Up front, Parsons had pulled out a 
comfortable lead, which soon became 
less comfortable when he went down. 

“I went into the turn and my front 
tire was in one rut and my rear was in 
another. I fell on my butt,” said Parsons. 

Canoy’s consistent riding style paid 
off as he regained the top position. As 
the final laps wound down, Manneh 
tried to reel in Canoy, but it was too lit- 
tle, too late, and Canoy took the win. 
Parsons managed to salvage the third 
spot in front of Lavorci. 

In the second moto, Damon Kemp 
found himself leading a freight train 
consisting of Parsons, Lavorci, Manneh 
and Tony Sulek. Kemp rapidly felt the 
heat as the field quickly moved past. 
Parsons took over the lead, while Man- 
neh snatched second and moved in on 
Parsons’ rear wheel. Lap after lap, the 
two riders rode close together, with 
Manneh finally breaking free at the 
halfway point and moving into the lead. 

“He (Parsons) took a bad line up the 
hill and I had a smooth one,” said the 
Pro Circuit /UFO-backed Manneh. “I got 
him on the inside at the top of the hill.” 

Parsons tried to stay close, but 
couldn’t pull in to make a move. At the 
finish, Manneh took the win and the 
overall. Parsons and Lavorci finished 
second and third, while Canoy worked 
his way up from a poor start to finish 
fourth. 

In the 125cc Pro race it was all Par- 
sons, as he took his JT/Varner/Rocket 
Rex/FMF-sponsored Kawasaki to back- 
to-back moto wins. In the first moto, for- 
mer 125cc National Champion Ron 
Lechien borrowed a bike and took the 
early lead, followed by Lavorci and 
Manneh. 

"This is the first time I've ridden a 
125 in I can't even remember how long," 
said Lechien, who held his lead for half 
the moto before Parsons worked his 
way to the front. Lavorci tangled with

Lechien and went down, while Manneh 
was slowed by a flat front tire. Parsons 
seized the opportunity to sneak into the 
lead, and started to pull away. At the 
finish it was Parsons and Lechien 1-2, 
with Canoy coming up from the back 
for third. 

In moto two, Parsons took the early 
lead and never looked back. Canoy 
moved into the second spot, but not 
before battling with Lavorci during the 
early stages of the race.

PARIS, FRANCE, DEC. 28 - JAN. 17 
hat was one of the longest and 
most challenging Dakar rallies 
in the history of the grueling 
event, ironically turned out to be one of 
the closest fought, with Italian Edi Orioli 
squeaking out a win by just 73 seconds 
over Spaniard Jordi Arcarons. 

It was the third Dakar win for Orioli, 
matching the mark of Frenchman 
Stephane Peterhansel, who didn't race 
in this year's event. With Peterhansel 
absent, the Cagiva Elefant 900-mounted 
Orioli became the favorite to win, and 
he didn't disappoint. 

Peterhansel's sponsor, Yamaha of 
France, cited a new rule format as the 
reason for their withdrawal, but many 
speculated that non-competitive stock 
motorcycles was the real explanation. 
Fenouil, the French Dakar veteran who 
uses only one name (and who contested 
the Nevada Rally this summer), took 
over the promotion of the event this 
year and made several changes aimed at 
reducing the expense of competing. 
Costs had sky-rocketed over the past

few years, as the factory teams built 
more and more exotic machinery and 
provided nearly unlimited race support. 
Fenouil attempted to return the rally to 
its amateur tradition by severely limit- 
ing the modifications allowed to stock 
motorcycles (and cars, as well). This 
year, competitors were given two 
options: the Marathon class, which stip- 
ulated use of stock motor, chassis and 
suspension; and the Super Production 
class, in which riders were allowed to 
use a modified suspension. The result 
was a higher turnout of entries, with 
several amateurs on the list. No Ameri- 
cans competed on motorcycles (Danny 
LaPorte was unable to secure sufficient 
sponsorship), but there were several 
Yanks in the car classes. 

Another change Fenouil made was to 
require that the racers return all the way 
to Paris after they had arrived in Dakar, 
Senegal. Entrants sometimes had to go 
as far as 700 miles a day, and total 
mileage was over 8000! The rally started 
off being fairly easy, but got progres- 
sively more difficult as days passed. 

Almost 100 motorcycles left the start 
line under the Eiffel tower in late

December, and the first two special tests 
were extremely muddy (the second was 
first shortened, then cancelled). Spaniard 
Carlos Mas, another Cagiva Elefant 
rider, held the early lead, but had 
slipped to third by the halfway point in 
Dakar. As the riders headed back north, 
Orioli had taken over the top spot, with 
Arcarons - on yet another Cagiva - just 
over two minutes back in second. 

Arcarons chipped away at Orioli's 
lead throughout the return trip, gaining 
an incredible one minute, 47 seconds in 
one short, special test. Orioli accused his 
rival of cutting the course, but without 
sufficient proof the organizers chose to 
let Arcarons continue. Arcarons beat 
Orioli by 34 seconds in the final special 
test, but it wasn't enough to overtake 
the Italian, and Orioli arrived at the fin- 
ish at Euro Disney with a 73-second 
advantage. Ironically, Arcarons had lost 
to Orioli in the Pharaohs Rally just four 
months earlier when he made a naviga- 
tional error while leading. 

Italian Fabrizio Meoni finished third 
on a Honda XR600, with countryman 
Angelo Cavandoli (third overall in the 
Nevada Rally) fourth on a KTM 600 











LC4. Fifth place went to Cagiva-mount- 
ed Frenchman Patrick Sireyjol. Also of 
note was German Jutta Kleinschmidt, 
who won the Women's class and placed 
22nd overall on a KTM 600 LC4. 

While the motorcycle class enjoyed 
one of the best battles in years, the car 
drivers were not so lucky. In a contro- 
versial move, Fenouil intentionally rout- 
ed the course through a “dead dune” 
area; wind does not reach these dunes, 
and the sand is subsequently extremely 
soft. Most of the top motorcycle riders 
were able to make it through, but only 
two cars were up to the task. Organizers 
then opted to throw that section out, 
and the two automobile teams with- 
drew in protest. 

The rally was marred by the death of 
Belgian Michel Sansen, who crashed 
during a transfer section when his BMW 
R80 GS hit a patch of sand on the pave- 
ment. с

Restart number three 
belonged to Bryan Villella who slid out in 
between turns three and four before lap one was 
complete. Duane Stanick took the honors for 
bringing out the red flag for the last time, going 
down in turn two out of the hole.

Harrell hauls at 
Willow Springs Road Race

Paul Harrell captured the first Budweiser/Toy- 
ota Formula One Grand Prix victory of the Wil- 
low Springs Motorcycle Club's 1994 season at 
the January round of racing at Willow Springs 
International Raceway. 

Chuck Graves held the early race lead fol- 
lowed by recently-crowned F-1 class champion 
Bruce Tebo in second and Harrell in third. 
Graves came uhder pressure almost immediate- 
ly when he found himself being challenged by 
both Tebo and Harrell at the same time as the 
riders exited turn nine on the second lap.

On a roll, Tebo continued 
to apply the throttle and moved around the 
inside of Harrell in turn eight, grabbing the race 
lead. Harrell was right there, however, and 
seemed to have a slight horsepower advantage 
as he passed Tebo on the front straight. For the 
next several laps, Tebo would pass Harrell in 
turn eight only to be pushed back into second as 
Harrell accelerated down the front straight. 

In the final lap, Harrell hung on to take the 
race win with Tebo finishing second. Jason 
Paden surprised Graves in turn eight on the 
final lap, manuevering himself into third. 

In the Maxima Racing Oil Formula Two race, 
Paden maintained his winning streak by being 
the first to take the checkered flag. Paden led the 
race from start to finish on his Cine Camera- 
sponsored Yamaha TZ250. Paden has complete- 
ly dominated the WSMC Е-2 class, having won 
every race since last summer.

true. I was formerly a Penguin. 
Presently, I am but a mere JASPER. 
Perhaps an explanation is in order... 

When I graduated from high school 
in 1986, I was forced to deal with a 
tough decision, one that faces many 
young motorcycle enthusiasts every 
June. Should I pack my bags and shuffle 
off to college, or stay home and continue 
racing dirt bikes?

the Pozo riding area. (At least they used 
to; our beloved U.S. Forest Service 
brought the 40-year-old event to a 
screeching halt in 1991. The club now 
puts on a dual sport ride in the same 
area). The only outside assistance comes 
from a couple of club advisors (teachers 
who ride) and - on the day of the event 
only - JASPERs (Just Another Stupid 
Penguin Enduro Rider - the moniker 
given Penguins who make the transition 
from college into the real world). The 
Penguins got their title back in the early 
days of the club, when members wore 
black leather jackets and white T-shirts. 

Actually, 1 had heard of the Penguins 
before my dad spoke up, and had even 
ridden their enduro; I just figured they 
were a normal motorcycle club that was 
nice enough to run the event as a charity 
for the school. When I heard different, I 
sent in my application, and even 
stopped to visit the campus on my way 
up to the Quicksilver National Enduro. I 
also stopped by the local bike shop, SLO 
City Cycles. They put me in touch with 
a couple of Penguins, who immediately 
hit me with a well-rehearsed sales pitch 
(they were Business majors). 

“What other college has an on-cam- 
pus garage where you can store your 
bike?” (Sure, but the shack has no lights, 
or even electricity for that matter. Later, 
when I broke the tranny on my YZ250, I 
yanked the motor and toted it up to my 
dorm room, where to the dismay of my 
non-riding roommate, I spread the parts 
out on plastic trash bags and replaced 
the broken cog).

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they're able to get away with this in the 
sue-happy Golden State). 

“What other college lets you ride 
your MX bike on the campus streets?” 
(Every spring, the Penguins weasel their 
way into the Poly Royal parade. 
Inevitably, the distance quickly grows 
between the parade entries that precede 
and follow the Penguins, as club mem- 
bers ride back and forth on the rear 
wheel, gaining higher and higher 
speeds. When security finally forces 
them to slow down, they start doing 
nose-wheelies, about half of which end 
with scratched-up rider and bike 
sprawled on the asphalt). 

I bought the pitch - hook, line and 
sinker - and upon receiving my letter of 
acceptance (fortunately, Cal Poly's Eng- 
lish program isn't as difficult to get into 
as their stellar engineering and agricul- 
tural schools), I headed off to campus. I 
barely paid attention to my first few 
classes, eagerly awaiting the first club 
meeting. From the pitch of the two 
“salesmen,” I assumed that the club 
would be huge, and more importantly - 
professional. "Heck, they've even put on 
a few Nationals," I thought. 

Imagine my surprise when the big 
day arrived, and the president called the 
meeting to order with no more than 
seven members present. And the first 
order of business was not handing out 
brand-new sets of official club riding 
gear, but the ceremonial "presenting of 
the bell." In this sacred ritual, club mem- 
bers tattle on each other about who had 
the funniest crash on the last ride. Those 
nominated must come up with a credible 
defense ("I wasn't swapping on that 
downhill - just using my legs to wipe the 
dust off my bike.") The club finally 
votes, and the "winner" must wear the 
cowbell on the next outing - to warn 
innocent riders of his or her approach.

The club 
members were 
amazed that I had 
actually ridden an enduro before, and 
were ecstatic to hear that I had been a 
member of a "real" club - the Checkpoints 
M.C.. Most new members have to be 
taught by the "veterans," and in the Pen- 
guins, you're a vet if you've been a mem- 
ber for over a year. (No one is a member 
for over four years, unless they fall behind 
in their classes; enduro stewards often 
take five or six years to graduate). 

At my first Hi Mountain Enduro, my 
education as a Penguin continued. In 
the Checkpoints, the night before our 
enduro had been spent rehearsing check 
assignments, and getting plenty of rest 
for the big event. The Penguins, on the 
other hand, designate a driver to the 
Pozo Saloon, where they party into the 
wee hours. Afterwards, JASPERs chal- 
lenge Penguins to drunken wrestling 
matches in the dirt, the winner being the 
one who can remove his opponent's 
shoes and toss them into the darkness. 

As you might expect, the grapplers 
are not typically in the best of form the 
next morning, and race day is usually a 
matter of choosing which problem (from 
a long list of options) requires the most 
urgent attention. One year, near the end 
of the enduro, a minute-one rider 
passed a club member who was franti- 
cally marking the course. 

While the Penguins may not be the 
perfect model of an enduro club, they 
taught me a lot (not all good). And 
while the two "salesmen" may have 
exaggerated a bit, they helped finalize 
my decision to attend college, a choice 
I'm still happy I made.
